Editor Seyra >ur Republican: 
By request of friends in my old home 
town I will beg space in your valuable 
paper to let them hear from me and of 
my home in the Ozarks.

At the recent National Convention 
of State Directors and Forecasters of 
the United States Weather Bureau, at 
Peoria, 111., “ fake” weather prophets 
was one of the subjects discussed,along 
with the legitimate forecasts of Weath 
er Bureau officials. There wa3 an ex­ 
haustive discussion of meteorological 
theories, and the results of laboratory 
work and research, as well as many 
of the practical problems with which 
weather bureau men are called upon 
to wrestle. 
But the topic that came 1n 
for the greatest share of the time and 
attention of the convention, and the 
cne, also, in which the public natural­ 
ly has the greatest interest, was t 
of “ forecasting.” 
It was agreed that the term “ long \ 
range 
forecasting,” when properly ; 
used, means a forecast covering a 
longer period than the regular one, 
two and sometimes three day forecasts 
issued by the Weather Bureau—fore-; 
casts of, say a week, a month or a 
year. But, with our present knowledge 
of the laws governing stmosDheric cir-1 
culation, such forecasts can not be 
successfully made and the term has 
come to be popularly used to describe 
the “ fakes” called forecasts that are I 
foisted upon the public by charlatans ; 
in almanacs and other publications, i 
and occasionally, we regret to say, 
through the medium of newspapers. 
In support of the assertion that any 
longer forecasts than those made daily 
by the Weather Bureau, were impos­ 
sible, the statement of Prof. Fernter, 
Director of the Central Institute of 
Meteorology at Vienna, Austria, was 
recalled, who said: 
“ I do not hesitate 
to decla-e that it is absolutely sure 
and certain that at the present time 
(January. 1903) no human being is in 
possession of the Knowledge of the 
physical basis for weather predictions. 
* * * All that can ba accomplished 
by a partial knowledge of true physi­ 
cal principles is now being done by 
the meteorological institutions and it 
is certain that no one knows of a sin­ 
gle principle of importance more than 
those known to the experts of these 
institutions, who, in their predictions, 
certainly make use of all principles 
known.” 
And on recent statement of Prof. 
Willis L. Moore, Chief of the United 
States Weather Bureau, on the sub­ 
ject of “ fake” forecasts, was recalled, 
who said: 
“ They may believe that 
they have discovered a physical law 
or a meteorological principle tnai has 
not been revealed 
to investigotion, 
but the publication of predictions that, 
by reason of their absolute inaccuracy 
are likely to be positively injurious to 
agricultural, commercial and other 
industrial interests, casts a serious 
doubt upon the honesty of their pur­ 
pose. 
As a result of my personal in­ 
vestigation of the work of long-range 
weather forecasters, some of whom 
have so far gained the confidence of 
the rural press as to receive liberal 
compensation for their predictions. 
I am led to the conclusion that they 
knowingly perpetrate fraud 
and to 
positive injury to the public at large. 
I hope the time will come when it will 
be possible to forecast© the weather 
for coming seasons, but that time has 
not yet arrived.”
